I have been well received by the people of the Railbelt Vhurch, but I fear they are getting 
religion im bigger doses than they are accustomed too. As you can see by attendance figures the 
number attending services has decreased from the first one or two times. I can not ignore the 
obvious reflection this is on the pastor. by that statement I am not complaining nor does it 
bother me personally. I simply mean that quite a few residents, especially in Healy came the 
firet time and didnt like waht they saw. By far the least interested group is at Healy, although 
ther are one or two faithful there. The attendance at Usibelli has suffered because three of th 
faithful there are outside. Suntrana seems the steadiest of them all, and ther have been as 
many as four men at a service. ut Suntrana is plagued with difficulties in the operation of 
the mine and people are very uneasy about the future. I cant really say too much about Summit 
and MeKinly for I have only been there twice. Numbers are not important to me except as they 
relate to you the interest of the communities. At firet I included children in reckoning church 
attendance, but hereafter I will record only those over 16, and list children separate. “he 
numbers and facilities of worship have caused me to do a great deal of thinking about the form 
a worship service shoudd take. The transferal of a typical worship service in an established 
church is not adequate for these circumstances. I am convinced that those who attended services 
in the past once a month or so find it difficult to attend every week, and in the case of Healy 
I think it has really separated the sheep from the goats. “ut I think the regular and frequent 
services are best in the long run and hope to continue them. Because weekly is too much,for the 
folks at Summit and McKinley, I wll go there alternate weeks and use the other weeks for other 
points on the railroad, isolated families, section gangs, etc. Of course this can camEx change 
as the work developes and I see areas of greater need. My basic schedule now is Healy, Usibelli 
and Suntrana, every week, McKinley and Summit every other week, and other points every other 
-week.—I am on the road from We Friday night to Wednesday morning. I would appreciate advice 
as to the strategy in this matter.//The Sacrament of the Lord's “upper will be observed at 
McKinley Park, Summitt, and Suntrana Chapel at the Easter Season//I am getting broken in on the 
physical side of the job. I walked about 5 miles along the tracks on snow and rocks. Rode a 
completely open gas car at 30 mph at 10 above zero. Ran a quarter of a mile to catch the 
switching engine to Suntrana, then had to scramble up a snow covered cliff to get my suit case 
which I DID NOT carry the quarter mile I ran. Shoveld drifted snow to clear the track for the 
Doodlebug. Meet trains at times like 3:11 AM at -10 degrees. Eat Steak at Usibelli mine every 
Saturday night.//I have sent a letter to the people of the Railbelt Church concerning the build- 
ing of a manse at Healy and hope that their response will give us some guidance in that matter.// 
Have been given a job on the Board of the Hospitality House by Victor Alfsen.// My wife and I 
and the people of the Railbelt church appreciate the action of Presbytery and the support of 
fellow Pastors in the installation service on March 11. John Stokes, Victor Alfsen, Niel Munro, 
Cecil Moore, Brien Cleworth took part in the service and Roland Armstrong and Isabel Miller 
attended. It was a personal pleasure for me to have them all there.// The presence of 60 many 
ministers brought an unusual calm to the Usibelli camp. ‘he visiting ministers ate in the mess 
hall with the miners and the men (miners) were certainly on their good behavboure Dont think 
I heard one word of Profanity. It wae an experience to inspire a book by O Henry entitled,"A 
Quiet Time at Usibelli Camp"//With regard to statistics I include in Personal interviews sig- 
nificant converstaions I have with people as I meet them on the reilroad, at the Hotel, in the 
bunk house. While not strictly a personal intermiew, it a6 a contact. Of course I dont note 
them all, but for example I talked with a man for an hour on the train whose wife has had a mental 
breakdown. I visited her later in the hospital. I dont know what to call these, but I include 
them in personal interviews. I will do wkk likewise with significant conversations with men in 
the bunkhouse and hotel. I have offered the people an Adult Study class in each community. It 
has met with varying reaction, generally goode I also help with the childrens church school 
at Suntrana. I will include all these sessions in the column “unday Schools visited. INCIDENTLY 
ISNT IT TIME TO RE-EXAMINED THIS TERM SUNDAY SCHOOL. MOST OF OURS ARE ON SATURDAY. I SUCGEST 
CHURCH SCHOOLS AND CHURCH SCHOOL MISSIONARIES IF THE WORD MISSIONARY HAS TO BE USED.//Have 
suffered and enjoyed the extremes of feeling in the job 80 far. But one thing sure I have done 
some pwwerful thinking about the job. Havent come to many conclusiona and when I do they will 
probably be the same that others have already reachede ut I hope to be able to contribute some 
path 5 o the whole concept of the church, especially the "mission" church, whatever that is.—

This was a better month than last month which you can plainly see by comparing the reports. 
The narratives, that is. Two of my midweek periods were taken this month by trips to 
Palmer to bet my car. First I had to drive a car with a suitable moter in it to Palmer 

to have it installed, and then I had to drive the repaired car back. My car is now in 
fair shape, and I am indebted to Mr Paul Greiman and a mechanic in Palmer. 

During another week, every evening was spent at the Hospitality house. We are putting 

a fence around the property and I have spent several hours with Mr Herman +urner and several 
by my self, digging post holes and mixing concrete to set posts in. 

The Presbyterians of the area entertained Brian Yleworth and company enroute to Anchoragee 
The Bingles returned with some help for Harding Lake and we gave them a meal to strengthen 
them for labor. 

Some time has been given to the consideration of plans for an addition to the manse. It 
looks like this work might get under way this month. 

The “summer work" has begun. The trains have changed schedule so that there is one each 
direction every day but Tuesday. I have been warned about the seasonal decline in interest 
in many places. But there is also a seasonal increase. A work train of some 100 men 

is working south from McKinley. I visited with these men and spoke personally with many. 

Two of them came to the services held that night. There is a construction crew at McKinley 
Park building brig@ges in the park. There will be about 80 of them althogmether. Two of 

them also came to the service. I assume now that a student is at McKinley Park as part 

of the National Council of Churches program. Last year there were services Sunday morn- 

ing and evening. I will help him to meet the needs of the people during these services 
rather than have additional services during the week. 

I experienced the way in which Presbyterians can work together to do some good. One Sunday 
at Healy I received a call from Mrs Mabel Rasmussen, Director of the Hospitality House.in Fbx. 
Just shortly before this she had feceived a frantic call from a girl in Healy who had been 
having a fight with her hustand. “he called Mrs R because she had stayed at the Hospital- 
ity House a few months before when she had had a baby, and evidently she thought a lot of 
Mre Re Bessie, the native girl, knew me but did not know I was in Healy. But Mre R did 
and she called me. It became a rather involved story, but I immediately went to the house 
in time to halt more fighting and to see that sha Bessie and one child got out of the house 
safely. they stayed at the hotel that night and went to Fairbanks in the morning. “he 
problem is not solved by anymeans, but it is an example whaxx of how a couple of interested 
Presbyterians miles apart can at least get toa problem. 

The Railbelt “hurch contributed $83.20 to the One Great Hour of Sharing.

June is a month of incr:asing activity on the railbelt. With the change of the passenger 
train to daily daylight schedule and the good weather there is much traveling and work 
along the way. ‘the people in the settled communities do a lot of traveling. Tourists 
flock into McKinley park. Work crews maintain the railroad. Surveyors are preparing a 
Bite for a 250 million dellar anti missle base. During the summer months the services 

at McKinley are conducted by Robert Haywood. He is under the auspices of the National 
Council of Ghurches National Park Program. He works in the hotel and conductes services 
for the hotel staff, park residents and visitors each “unday. So I have made brief visite 
there during June but have held no services. 

I was sick with the chicken pox the first few daye of June and missed the first Sunday. 
The annual railbelt picnic was held on June 15. kXmuk About 100 adults went from the 
communities of Usibelli, “untrana and Healy. It was not what you would call a Sunday 
School Picnic. But its what they call it. Obviously most of these who came never darken 
the door of the church. Several of them got drunk. Not all were a credit to the church 
or community. As far as I am concerned it was the last annual picnin of the Railbelt 
Church. 

We had a teachers meeting at Suntrana with six ladies present. We planned to have more 
closely graded classes, use the space in the building better, and fully use the Feith and 
Life Curriculum. 

Except for the chicken pox and picnic the regular weekly work goes on. But I dont seem 


to be covering the other points as I should. One Monday I walked 13 miles from Healy 

to Ferr o visit the folks in that area, but sure is slow work.

Two camping periods took part of my time this month, a family lamp of Maniners of the 

Firet Vhurch of Anchorage at Kings Lake and Junior Camp at Harding Lake. Soth were good 
camps, and I feel the time was well used. ; 

Miss Louise Avery conducted Vacation Vhurch School at the “untrana Vhapel for “untrana and 
Usibelli and at Healy for the children there. The first school at Suntrana was attended 

by about 40 and there were four age groups. Four ladies helped Miss Avery. Faith and Life 
Curriculum was used. The spirit of all was very good and the school can be called a successs 
Healy was differnt story. About eight children attended. Two ladies started to help, sh 

one quit after two days. there were two age groups. Very little support from community. 

The school folded up in the second week when 2 came one day and none came another day. 

Louise Avery did an excellent job and wae well hiked by the people of the community. She 

did a great deal of visiting. She assisted in worship services by playing the organ. The 
experience was valuable in Suntrana for the training experience it gave the teachers. All 

in all it was good schodl. It just was not accepted in Healy. My thanks to Louise Avery 
for a good job. 

I was invited by the committee responsible for religious services at McKinley Park Hotel 

to conduct a service of Communion. This I did on July 31. 16 were in attendance. About 6 
of these were guests of the hotel and the rest workers at the hotel. Since reguler preaching 
services are conducted by the National Council of Churches, I have not been preaching at the 
Park during the summer. 

I visited the site of a new Missdé base to be built at Clear, a station on the railroad. 
There are presently about 86 men surveying and making tests on the soil. I got a very 

cold reception, no food or lodging, but did talk toa few of the workers. The population 
will change here, but the total should increase soom, and it will probably become a regular 
preaching or at least visiting point. This was the occasion of my longest walk so far. I 
slept on the section house floor that night, until 4 AM that is and then started out for 
Nenana, 18 miles away. From Nenana I got the turn freight back to Fairbanks. 

All my time at home and much of my concern has gone to the water problem. It is still not 
solved and no matter what plans are made for living, there must be water for this house. We 
are also concerned about living spacee Several hours of time have been spent in cleaning 

up the inside and outside of the house. The family took a trip to Healy to look at the house 
and consider the possiblity of moving there. 

I would like to say a word of praise for the work party that has been busy at the Hospitality 
House. I am only indirectly concerned there, but they are doing a splendid job and some 

body should express some thanks to them. They have personally spent much money and given 
their time to do this work. “he outa@ide of the building and the grounds are in wonderful 
shape. 

I dont know who keeps tab on the Rev “onald Campbell, replacing John Stokes for the summer, 
but _ the Board should know that he and his wife have done a splendid job. In additmion to 
Rilysrdiling-thenpalpitsand performing pastorel duties; he acd hie wite kave been very graciou 
hosts to many passing Presbyterians and other sorts of people. Ithink they should get some _ 
official thanks for this performance above and beyond the call of duty.

August is the last month of Summer and involved traveling that cant be done inwinter, camp 
program, Vacation Vhurch School, and preparing the manse for winter. After a good experience 
with Vacation Yhurch School in °untrana, Healy was a disappointment. The first week went 
alright, but the second week the children just didnt come. Ihe response in Healy has been 
poor all along and if were not for a family that has just moved from Fairbanks (the Gale 
Fathily) no one would be at the services theres I think thet if the minister lived in Qealy 
there could be more done for the young people at least. I participated in a Junior High 
camp at Kings Lake directed by Lowell Campbell and it was an excellent campe I attended 

the summer meeting of Presbytery at Kings lake camp. As an extra curiccular event, I helped 
Stonemason Frank Walkup build a fire place in the recreation hall at Oamp. 

Church attendance held up pretty well in the summer, although Sunday Sc hool attendance fell 
off a bit. 

We had one baptism, (infant ) during the month. Again the whole significance of the Sacrament 
is influenced by this sutuation. The minister has words to say to the congregation. Well, 

in this case not one member of the Railbelt Church was present. Only two live in Healy and 
they are away on vacation. The only people present were those.who had been coming regularly, 
the grandparents of the baby. It was really a family affair. ‘+heee peple of course were 
members of other churches. And it emphsizes the largenees of the Church. Our congregation 
cant make much of a commitment to the children baptised here. But I baptised the baby and 
accepted responsibility for the Christian nurture of the child on behalf of the whole church. 
And I would like the congregations in the states to know that there are some infants in 
Alaska, who,if they are to get any help from the church, are depending on them. 

Tn connection with that baptism, that is in an attempt to get to Healy in time to talk to 
the parents about it, I rode a freight train from Farrbanks to Healy. I left home at 

11:45 PM and didnt get to Healy untill 11:45 AM the next day. The passenger train which 

left at 8:30 in the morning got to Healy before I did. “11 I did on that trip was lose sleep 
and learn a little railroading. I saw the parents the next day. 

I have done a little work on the house, caulked the front vestibule and painted the window 
frames on the outside. The outside yard has been cleaned up considerably. ) 
Participated in the Ordination of Johm Bartholomew. Had the charge to the people. The 
Significane of this service was heightened by the circumstances here and was another occasion 
of Christian fellowship for ministers and people.

very hospitable to me. B&B 6 was also in “ealy this month to work on the utility system. 
It was hoped that they might do some di ging for us to get utilities to the building we 
own, but winter came tvo soon and that will be a job for spping- 

Considerable work has been done at the Suntrana Vhapel. A group of ladies cleaned it thour- 
oughly and varnished the floor. The back partition was moved forward to make coneiderable 
more room for church school classes. The outside window frames were painted. Movable 
partitions were made to divide the space into class rovms and the akward and immovable 
"bews" have been removed for folding chairs. 

The church school is now using the Faith and life curriculum. We have fiuaxpia 6ix classes. 
Nursery, Kindergarten, Primary, Junior, Junior High, and Adult. One formal teachers 

ing and many conversations have prepared for this. 

September was the month the birds flew south. I saw the first flock as I ended a four mile 
walk to Suntrana. "He who from zone to zone, guides through the boundless sky thy endless 
flight, in the long way that I must tread alone, will guide my steps aright." 

e have been very happy to receive the Hymnbook. there was a brief seremony of dedication 
at each point, and the people seem to like them. They are a great help to the minister. 
The missel site at Olear is developing. ‘here are no families at the site itself, but 

a few at Clear. I have been acquainted with them. Riding the local freight gives me an 
hour or so to visit at Vlear while they do the necessary switching. 

We have been in the process of getting a furnace in the house all month and this made it 
necessary for me to do some excavation under the house. 

A wreck on the railroad north of Lignite was the occasion for me to meet a wrecking crew 
from Ancorage and some of the officials of the road.

Department. JI am now teaching the church school at Usibelli, since Helen Usibellia has 

gone outside. 

I acquired the job of Stewardship and Promotion Vhairman of Yukon Presbytery. ‘hen at home 
attended Preaching Mission Services, and helped missioner to get around. Uheuffered 10 
missioners around town one night. I was glad to see them here. Fi 
Since there are only two trains a week I have been riding the freights more and more. This 
has meant leaving town at 2 or 3 AM. I have been able to visit the new missel site at 

Clear and spend three or four hours there between passenger and freight trains. 

Have taken the prayer meeting of the First Church until they get a pastor. 

I am now aqquainted with the extra gangs and B&B crews on the north end of the railroad. 

My ministry to them consists in visiting and sending literature.

The Congregational Meeting for the Wasilla Church was held on the evening of January 8, 1958. 
The meeting was preceded by a potluck supper. Two signifigant things took place that even= 
ing. The first was the move to have the church, as the person said, "recapture it's wel- 
fare responsibilities." One of the elders felt that the church had let too many other 

groups take care of the things that the church should be doing. He was making specific 
reference to the drives for the Christmas Seals, March of Dimes and others, He also felt 
the church should let its witness be felt by collecting money for these drives and have them 
sent to the different organizations in the name of concerned Christian People, In order 

to agument this program, two deacons were elected, The deacons will also be responsible for 
the dispensing of charity in the area, That evening, by recommendation of oe of the people, 
2 collection was taken to be sure the "Deacon's Fund" had some resources to begin their 
work, With deacons, this will give the church a broader base to move out into the community 
to help the fatherless and widows. The second ras the re-organization of the church to 

make the officers have definite responsibilities and therefore get a more efficient opera- 
tion, The diagram will show this re-organization, The diagram may not fully conform to 


the Presbyterian Government, but the actual operation of the group_do, All have lines 
to the congregation, because the congregation does the electing. 1 have lines to the 


session, because the session has the final control over the church as the church court. 
Responsibilitkes for the trustees have been defined and the committees have been chosen, 
Further work concerning the actual operation will need to be worked out and clarified. The 
session will be receiving their assignments when they meet at the end of this month. The 
deacons have not been ordained as yet, but are operating nonetheless. 


A new "conversation piece" has come to the community since last December, During the last 
legislature, a "Mandatory Incorporation Act" was passed, whereby any territorial operated 
school with more than 100 pupils in it could be forced to incorporate as an independent 
school district. A survey was taken to determine the feasibility of the area to support 
such a district, and the’ survey proved feasibility. As soon as some people saw that the 
incorporation was to come, they started a movement for annexation to Palmer, Needless to 
say some of the church people, that is Presbyterian, were very much in favor of such an 
annexation, As I understand it, this issue of annexation came up in around 199 with quite 
a disruption between some of our people and the twon people, Today there still is quite a 
bit of this hostility present, I am glad to say that our people are not the ones who hold
